GRAND RAPIDS, Mich., Jan. 8.—Kight 
‘elders of the Seventh Retormed Church 
here were potsoned “and. two of them 
may die asthe result of drinking oak 
stain varnish for sacramental wine at 
the..morning service 'today.° The men 
staggered from the “pulpit, where they 
took the communion draught; and one 
after another dropped’ to the floor while 
the congregation was thrown into an 
uproar. 

The poisoned elders “were H. Terk- 
hurt, S. Folkery8ina, G. Hematra, J. 
Hoogesteger, John pare A. Debruyn,

A new elder of the wha apr went to the 
storeroonr just before the morning ser- 
vice, and by mistake picked up a jug of 
the varnish, containi turpentine. and 
ether paint poisons. he sacramental 
wine for communion is kept on a shelf 
just above the yarnizh, which,had been 

used in recent repatring .of the pulpit 
and the wooden workin the church. 

The. pastor, me Rev. D. A. Van Lum- 
mel, had completed his sermon and com- 
murnion. was begun when John Riewold, 
the first elder to take a.cup, fell at the

It is even possible that 
the water ‘will be treated with. a ‘per- 
manganate solution, which has been 
used successfully against the aynura in 
England. In any case, these chemicals 
would not be used in suffiicent quanti- 
ties to’ impair the healthfulness of the 
water. Copper sulphate,* for.instance, 
is being used now, but only-4in the pro- 
portion of a pound of sulphate to a miil- 
lion gallons of water. 

. Defensive Measures Costly. 

Dr. Hale, said he was opposed to the 
use of these measures, because of the 
cost involved, but said they might be 
resorted, to if the, animaleulae persisted 
in, developing in the face of ‘the. first 
mneasures taken again them. 

It was learned yesterday that. the 
Board of Water Supply had heen: fight; 
ing against the Synura. since last August, 
when it first bégan to flourish in Asho- 
kan. It was attacked with copper sul- 
phate. For a time, the board’ believed 
the micro-organism was bei strangled 
and’ squeezed to death by t tremen- 
dous pressure of the water, as it makes 
its thouisand-foot drop under the Hudson 
River. “They also have fought it with’ 
oxygen. e aeration of water by arti- 
ficiaf falls and fountains impregnates 
the water with oxygen, .which ‘oxidizes 
‘and destroys many forms of invisible | 
life. Buti-the Syntra’ has thrived and 
growh tough under taese attacks. 

Copper sulphate and .oxygen are ‘the 
two-weapons now being used against tre 
Synura.. The oxygen battle is being 
waged at the Hillview reserVoir; in the 
upper part of thé Bronx. The water 
fs being held there two days to afr it 
and. drive off part of. the oily flavor, 
before it is releused).to the city water 
mains. q

Pistol Battle on the Bridge. 

The robber’ saw. the two policemen 
jump into the. car behind and. start in 
pursuit. Ordering White. to ‘‘ step on 
the gas,”’ and again’ threatening to kill 
him and Miss De Wolfe, the’ robber 
leaned out of the car and began shoot- 
ing at thé policemen. ‘The policemen 
returned the fire, and a pistol , battle 
continued across the bridge and into 
Manhattan. 

The. pursuéfs were handicapped by the 
presence 6f women in their machine and 
by the fear of hitting White and Miss 
De ‘Wolfe in the robber’s' car, so that 
they attempted merely to puncture the 
tires of that machine) The robber aimed 
directly at the.océupanits of the police 
car, but his aim jwas wiki,. The police- 
men emptied eir automatics twice 
during the chase, How ‘many shots the 
fugitive fired, is.not known. , On, both 
sides, perhaps from twenty-five to thirty 
shots were fired.’ 

Once on the Manhattan side, the flee- 
ing rébber had another stroke of lick; 
for his car slipped through the, traffic 
quickly, while thé police automobile ‘was| 
stopped by a traffic jam. At the gun- 
rian’s direction, White drove to Second 
Avenue, turned north. to» Sixty-fourth 
Street, wést to Third Avenue, south to 
Forty-eighth Street, and then west on 
Forty-eighth Street. At Third Avenue 
and phigh res Street, the police car 
was’ so far ind that the robber felt 
safe-in abandoning bis‘machine. Throw- 
tch and a blood-stained 
$10 note into the automobile, he thanked 
White. ' “ Take this for the damage to 
your car,” he said, and Jumped out. He 
told them his name was Reilly. .‘' Keep 
on going,” he ‘ordered, ‘or I'l shoot.’’

Far Eastern and Naval Redaction 


Compacts Are Supported by 
Limitation Council. . -

WASHINGTON, Jan. 8.—Announce- 
ment. was. ‘authorized tonight by the 
National Council for Limitation of 
Armament that it.will uage the speedy 
ratification by the Senate of the four- 
power treaty and the forthcoming five- 
power naval treaty for: the lNmitation 
of naval armaments.’ Five reasons for 
supporting the four-power ‘treaty are 
given by the council in a bulletin issued 
through its Executive Secretary, Fred- 
crick J. Libby.. The reasons given are: 

“It replaces a two-power defensive 
glliance with an agreement between the 
four powers, which alone could occasion 
war in this region of the Pacific.. If 
it were defeated, the Anglo-Japanese 
alliance would automatically remain in 


force. 

“Jt arranges for a conference in case 
differences arise between the four pow- 
ers vitally concerned in this part of the 
Pacific, which is in harmony with the 
tendency of the times. 

‘* In case of: aggression from without, 
it arranges again for a conference as 
to the measures to be taken. 

“The peoples of the world will have 
opportunity to express themselves on 
the issues. 

** While not the final step In. insuring 
peace in the Pacific, since all nations 
are not included in the agreement, it 
comprehends the four among whom 
trouble could most easily. arise. +. 

“A treat mp retnaees in good faith by 
the executive department of our Gov- 
ernment should have the benefit. of any 
reasonable doubt. Abrogation of trea- 
tiles must not become a national habit 
in America.’’ : 

The bulletin cites the four-power treaty 
and the conference plan for reduction 
of naval armaments as sufficient. basis 
for a drastice reduction of the naval 
and land forces ef the United States, 
and urges that “the peace. forces of 
America unite their efforts for such re- 
duction an davoid a vain effort to de- 
feat another treaty.”’ Senate ratifica- 
tion. of the treaties flowing out of the 
conference is advocated by the council 
on the ground that.“-they are steps to- 
ward the substitution of law for war 
and. assure peace for a term of years 
between America and our only con- 
ceivable enemy,’ Japan.’’ 

The tendency of the Washington con-

‘“‘Our program,” said -Mr. Kolesni- 
koff, ‘is the integrity of Russian ter- 
ritory and Russian sovereign rights. We 
consider surselves a part of Russia and 
@ mérely temporary authority holding 
power until the restoration of a future 
democratic Russian Government. I am 
a Cadet and President. Merkuloff is a 
non-party man. Our “Government is” 
democratically elected and the Cabinet 
is responsible to the Assembly. We are 
not financed or supported in any way 
by the Japanese, and the Japariese army 
in occupation of the district around 
Viadivostok does not. interfere in the 
administration. of the country. Our 
democratic program is ‘ no mobilization, 
no confiscation, no requisition, no deal- 
ingS with the Bolsheviki.’ *’ 

What the Regime Claims. 

The Pri-Amur Government claims as 
its territory the Maritime province, 
the Russian half of Sakhalin and the 
districts on the lower Amur which are 
attached to the administrative unit of 
Sakhalin. These territories are” also 
claimed by the Far Eastern Republic: 
Effectively, the Merkuloff Government 
controlled, until two or three weeks 
ago, only the southern tip-of the Mari- 
time province around Vladivostok, in 
the zone of Japanese occupation. Since 
then, however, its forces have occupied 
most of the Maritime province, includ- 
ing Khabarovsk. 

The Pri-Amur Government also. claims 
the ‘seacoast provinces of Okhotsk and 
Kamchatka, further north, which are 
nominally in the territory 6f Soviet

WORK. HAS COVERED A YEAR 


Despite Promises and Predictions, 
Measure Will Scarcely Be 
Ready Before May.

WASHINGTON, Jan.’ 8.—It is now 
ore thah a year since work was begun 

on the permanent -tariff “legislation 
which the Administration asked of Con« 
gress and completion of which leaders 
af the Republican Party . promised 
months ago. In fact, last Friday marked 
the anniversary of hearings on the bill 
in the Ways and Means Committee of the 
House under the chairmanship of Repre- 
sentative Fordney of Michigan. But in 
spite of the various optimistic predic- 
tions, indications now are that the bill 
will scarcely be ready for signature be- 
fore May, and if this is so, it will mean 
that sixteen months will have elapsed 
since work was initiated onthe measure. 
To “ expedite” the bill, Chairman 
Fordney, under the sanction of the in- 
coming Administration, started the hear- 
ings in January, 1921, fully two months 
before. President Harding was inaugu- 
rated, Both Mr. Fordney and the late 
Senator Penrose made confident predic- 
tions that the bill would be out of the 
way by. May or June of that year. Con- 
gress met in April. Republican leaders® 
said work on the bill would consume 
comparatively little time.

The. very persistency of the gases 
made it nearly impossible .-to- avoid 
them’ in; the’ last war, and .notwith- 
standing the tremendous advance made 
in protection. through masks, clothing, 
and, a ‘better understanding’ of - gases, 
this persistency and other qualities 
will cause the total wounded and. the 
total dead to increase in the future. 

It is doubtless true that the step 
from making ges to producing poison 
gases could be made quickly by ‘a 
treacherous; and unscrupulous nation, 
but with the moral opinion of the 
world recorded and proclaimed against 
the ‘iniquity ‘that step would probably 
never be taken. The ‘doctrine’ of 
achieving victory by trampling in- 
ternational law -underfoot and riding 
roughshod over. the humanities’ has 
been condemned both by the League of 
Nations and now by the Washington 
conference. What nation will have 
the baseness. to>revive it so long as 
there is a ‘civilization in. the world? 
The experts ppposed to prohibiting gas 
warfare have tried to fortify their case 
by declaring that “‘ if Germany should 
“ go to war with France tomorrow and 
** chose to usé gas *’ Germany would 
turn out poison gases by the ton. But 
Germany would need more than a sup- 
ply of gas to wage successful war upon 
the: great Frencl’ Army. The fact is, 
the Treaty of Versailles stripped’ Ger- 
many of the potentialities of galing to 
war for a long and. indefinite period. 
If every. proposal to%eliminate the bar- 
barous form of warfare were to be re- 


cused of meditating foul play in a:war 
of revenge that may neyer be fought, 
the Washington conference would have 
been a failure from the start. 

Mr.. Roor’s resolution binding the 
‘* signatory Powers.’” to agree not to 
use “‘ asphyxiating; poisonous or cnal- 
‘ogous liquids or Materials: or de- 
* vices ’* in war’ lays stress upon the 
fact that the prohibition of such use 
has ‘‘ been declared in-treaties to which 
‘*@ majority of the civilized: Powers 
‘““are parties.’’ In‘ presenting it he 
borrowed from the language of the 
Treaty of Versailles which forbade. 


‘Germany to make war gases. Russia 


is practically the only nation in the 
World that would remain. outside the 
pale of civilization.

Meantime, however, financial Lon- 
den is yery guarded in its views of the 
plan to establish an international cor- 
poration te get trade going in the im- 
poverished countries of Central Bu- 
Tope. Its attitude might be ascribed 
merely to lack of details, but, on the 
other hand, it might be said at once 
that business men in this market do

Problems of Inflation. 


In countries where inflation hag 
reached ‘inordinate proportions, as in 
Russia, Austria and Poland, it seems 
to us impossible for the value of their 
notes ever to be brought back to par. 
Whether the notes, have been issued 
directly by .the State or indirectly 
through the banks, their essential nature 
does not vary and the consequences of 
inflation are exactly the same. The 
feeling, therefore, is that these countries 
will be obliged sooner or later to deal 
with the question by greatly reducing 
the nominal redemption value of their 
notea, though without going so far as 
total repudiation or establishment of a 
new standard.

BERIAN, Jan. 8.—The view of the out- 
eome at Cannes in both political and 
business circles of Berlin may be 
dencribed as moderately pessimistic. In 
gome quarters it is held that the action 
of the conference will be restricted to 
reduction of reparations payments in 
2922, leaving the. general ‘question un- 
touthed. ‘Others believe that any at- 
tempt to settle the reparstiona problem 
in connection with large plans for the 
stabilization of exchanges or revival in’ 
Russia for resettlement of international 
debts, or for solutian of the Anglo- 
French maval problem, will inevitably 
fall, owing to the great. dimensions of 
these problems. In particular, the tall 
of stabilization of exchange is distrusted 
on the ground that this must/follow but 
cannot precede economic restoration, 
Puture ef the Mark. 


Regarding the influence of the con- 
fererice on mark exchange, judgment in 
Germany is also skeptical. Generally, it 
fs felt that the immediate future of the 
mark depends almost wholly on the re- 
sult of the conference. Actual refusal 

of relief te the reparations burden would 
certainly cause resumption of the 4ol- 
lapse in the mark. Yet even that con- 
tingency, although dreaded by the 


‘Federal +Government, is regarded with 


equanimity by the industrialists, because 
the latest reports show that the recovery 
of the mark in late November and De- 
cember brought about a complete cessa- 
tion of the industrial ‘‘ catastrophe 
boom.’ 

The Prussian Trade Ministry's report 
a8 of Jan. 1 states that the rise in 
the mark has caused lessening activity 
fn all branches of manufacture, par- 
ticularly. iron, textiles and dyes, with 
decline in demand from Belgium, Hol- 
land, Scandinavia and Austria: It adda, 
however, that practically all mills have 
an abundance of old orders not yet 
filled. Only in the clothing industry 
have many conditional orders been can- 
celed. 

Labor statistics, on the other hand, 
eonfirm,,the report that unemployment 
has slightly increased. They show in- 
erease in registered unemployed work- 
ingmen from 12 pér thousand to 14 per 
thousand. The actual minimum of un- 
employment was reached on Nov. 1 
with 151,871, against. a maximum for 
1921 of 426,600 on March 1, The pres- 
ent number,.of unemployed is approx- 
imately one-third of the number usual- 
ly reported in the Winter of. pre-war 
years. 

Foreign Trade and Foreign Exchange. 


The Iron Industry Union has deter- 
mined to leave prices of pig iron ‘un- 
changed. Expansion of German foreign 
trade in 1922 is expected unless the 
mark -should again fall badly, thereby 
creating excessive home demand and 
compelling the authorities to,ration ex- 
ports still further; something which has 
already been done in steel rolling mill 
products. But, on the other hand, a very 
substantial recovery in the mark would 
also check exports by throwing German 
prices above the foreign level. 

Already fron smelting interests are 
complaining to the Prussian Trade Min- 
istry that they are undersold by. Bel- 
gium and France, declaring therefore 
that they ceunot bear the export duties 
which. were increased at the end. of 
October from 1 to 5 percent. Shipbuilld- 
ing prospects are unfavorable. Out of 
12,000,000,000 marks granted in March 
as a compensationyfor war losses, only 
2,250,000,000 remain unspent. With this 
it would be impossible to build any great 
tonnage at the now much increased 
prices.
